From Prince Bugene of Savoy’s Camp near Roncadello, 
November 13. 
HE ‘11th Inftant our: Artiliery and heavy 
Baggage was {ent towards Roncadello ; 
and we being to follow them the nexc 
Day, Prince Eugene fent order to Ma- 
~ jor General Zumjangen to be moving 
at Day-break with the Foot he commanded at 
Palazzuolo and Pontoglio to joyn us; and to leave 
his Dragoons at thofe 2 Pofts. «ll Noon, with Or- 
ders then to come after us. The 12th at Day-break 
we decamp’d from Urago, and march’d to Be rlingo, 
where Major General Zumjungen joyn’d us with the 
Troops that had abandon’d Palazzuolo and Ponrog- 
lio. To day (the 13th) we continued our March, 
and are encamp’d with our Right at Roncadello and 
our Left at Caftel-novo ; 4 Regiments of Dragoons 
are left at Berlingo to cover our Baggage. Major 
Eben is fent out for Intelligence with 150 Horfe. 
It has rain'd 15 days fucceffively, which renders our 
March flow and tirefome. — 
From the Leiden Gazeete, dated December 8, 
From Prince Bugene of Savoy's Camp at Monte- 
chiaro, November 20. The 14th nothing remarkable 
happen’d. The 15th ‘Prince Eugene fent Order to 
Coionel Barve at Ponte-gatello to repair to Monte- 
chiaro with his Troops aud the Cannon he had with 
him ; and a good number of Horfes were fent to 
him ro draw that Arcilery. ‘The 16th Major Eben 
wi-h his Party of -150 Horfe met goo of the Enemy’s 
Horfe, and atrack’d them with fo much Bravery that 
he kill’d 20 of. them on the Spot, took 13 Prifoners, 
amcng them a Captain and a Lieutenant, and 12 
‘Horfes ; the reft who fled were purfu’d pretty far 
by ovr Men; of whom but one was kill'd in this 
A@tion and 3 or 4 wounded: Major Eben fent to 
the Army the Prifoners and Horfes he had taken. 
The iame Day we had Advice thar the Enemy s Ar- 
my urd-r the Duke of Vendome had pa(s’d’ the 
Qguv at Bordolano ; upon which Prince Eugene or- 
der’d us ro hold our felves ready to march; he like- 
wife order'd General Rocavione to haften to Caftag- 
nedolo, with all the Grenadiers of the Army, and 
the Regiments of Dragoons of Savoy, Herbeville, 
and Zinzendorf, and to affift Colonel Battei in cafe 
of reed; he likewife fent Order to Colonel Sam- 
nitz to remain at Phemine or Treponte, with the Ar- 
tillery of the Flying Camp of Colonel Battei, and 
to Be back to us with all Expedition the Artillery- 
Horfes we fent him the 15th: The 17th at Day- 
break we decamp’d from Roncadello ; but the Ar- 
tillery-Horfes we have mention’d not being come to 
us, our Cannon were left there with fome Regiments 
to guard them. The fame Day our Right cook

th we halted there; and were inform’d the 
Army had continu’d their March and pafs’d 
the Mela at Menerbio. The 19th Prince Eugene 
held a great Council of War, in which twas re- 
folv’d we fhould Canton fome time, becaufe the con- 
tinwal Rains incommoded us extremely, The fame 
Day order was fent to Colonel Battei to take Poft at 
Carpenedolo with his Troops. To Day (the 20th) 
we continn’d our March and are come tp Canton ac 
Ponte St. Marco, Calcinata, Monre-chiaro, | Car- 
penedolo, Caftagnedolo, Rizota, Virle, Ziliverge 
and Ofteria, al] which Places are firuate on the fides 
of the Chiefe ; Prince Eugene has his Quarters at 
Monte-chiaro. We have Advice* that the Duke of 
Vendome puriues his March to pafs the Chiefe low-

From the Camp Afola, N 2%. The 12h In- 
ftant the Duke of Vendom* had idvice char the £- 
nemy had ab: don’d Palezruold aud Fos::oglio, and 
were marching towards Biefcia. He refoiv'd to fol- 
low chem ; and having appointed he Conut de Me- 
davy, the Marquis de Torralba, and the Sieur Dillon, 
to continue on the Oglio to guard the Pailages, with 
4 Baitallions of French, and § Battailions asc: 4 Squa- 
drons of the King of Spain’s Troops, he crew bis 
Troops together out of their Quarters by the 15th ac 
Corte di Cortefe near Bardolano. ihe 16ch he 

afs'd the Oglio at Bardolano, and becaufe ot cue bad 
eather canton'd his Troops in feveral Villages and 
took up his Head Quarters a: Verola-Vecchia. ihe 
17th at Night he had Intelligence that the Enemy 
had halted 3 Days at Roncadelio ; but ihat having 
Advice he had pafs'd at Bardolano, they crois’d che 
Mela at Gatello the Day before and march’d cowards 
the Chiefe. This oblig'd him to march agen, iho" 
the Weather was very bad ; and he encamp’d near 
Mela. The 18th and 19th the Army pafs'd that Ri- 
ver over 2 Bridges laid at Cigole, and Pra-Alboin ; 
and to Day (the 22d) arriv’d at Afola on the Uhicle, 
which they will pafs to Morrow, to cncamp at Cafal- 
Moro, to be near Caftiglione della Stivere and cover 
the Mantuan. We have Advice, thar the Count de 
Medavy has poffefs'd himfeit of the Caftle of alepio, 
by doing whichhe has abfolurely fecur'd the Upjer- 
Oglio from the Lake of Ifeo. The overflowing of 
the Po has oblig’d the French Garrifon thac was in 
Mefola in the Ferrareze, io quit it and retue near to 


Ferrara, to efcape Drowning. The Floods were fo 


great at Mantua and chereabonts, that the Count de 
Biffy who commands there, had much ado to fave 
the Magazines, effecially the Stores of Powder. The 
Rains and overflowing of Rivers having been general 
throughout all Lombardy and Piemontr, we have ad- 
vice that the Waters cut off the Duke de la Feuil- 
lade’s Communication with Alexandria, whence he 
was furnifh’d with Provifions and Ammunition: Aud 
that thereupon he has been oblig’d to feparate his 
Army, and retire to Cafal.

Bergamo, Nov. 24. Prince Eugene has not aban- 
don’d the Oglio out of Neceffiry, bur with fome De- 
fign that he will probably execute when he is joyn’d 
by fome Reinforcements that are on the Marci to 
him.

The faid Artillery cou!d nos fer 
forward till the 8th, becaufe of the great Rains, and 
‘was guarded by the Royal Battallion of the Artille- 
sy, and by that of Egrigny, with the Carabineers, 
2 Regiments of Dragoons and feveral Companies of 
When it was come into the Plain, rhe 
Enemy who lay in Ambufh behind a Hill, in num- 
ber.

In the 22. Time the Convoy held on their Match. 
Our Yroops into the Town, with fomé Pri- 
foners and 2 Srandards taken.
